But this plan diminished tho proportion of 
tho caseino or choosy matter iu tho milk, 
which was again increased by allowing the 
cow to pasture iu tho open field. Hence it 
appears that house feeding is favorable to 
the production of butter and pasturing to 
that of cheese.
